200 Students at Work 


On 212 Farm Projects 


Approximately 200 vocational ag- 


riculture students' In eight Adams 
county high schools are working on 
212 projects of 10 distinct types, It 
was disclosed today in a summary 
of vocational agriculture work un- 
der way in the comity by Richard 
C. Lighter, county vocational agri- 
culture education, adviser. 


Projects are being handled by 


students at Gettysburg, Blglerville, 
Aicndtsville, 
New 
Oxford, 
East 


Berlin. Fail-field, York Springs and 
Abbottstown high schools. 


Most popular projects are those 


involving the raising and care of 
swine. 
Seventy-six swine piojects 


have been undertaken which In- 
volve about 21)0 hogs of 
different 


ages. 
Second most numerous are 


the poultry projects with 32 boys 
enrolled and caring for nearly 8,000 
gowl, mostly chickens. 


Thirty-one 
gajden 
and 
truck 


projects are underway and are using 
about 10 acres of land. About 00'/j 
acres of land have been marked lor 
corn planting by 29 boys. There 
are 12 home Improvement projects. 


Sixteen calves and a cow are 


owned by nine boys running dairy 
projects and eight steers have been 
secured for six. beef cattle projects. 
Three acres have been set aside for 
potato growing by three boys and 
three other youths are tending 28 
colonies of bees. Two students are 
working on projects In farm ac- 
counting. 


A forestry project for one boy 


provides for attention to one acre 
of land; six rabbits are owned by 
another boy who Is conducting a 
project in labbit raising. There is 
one project 
being completed in 


farm mechanics and another boy 
will plant three acres in peas for 
the cannery. 
A pasture nnpiovc- 


mcnt project will use four acres.

almost normal up to Saturday went 
1.3C inches above that maik during 
Saturday and Sunday downpours as 
the month clofcd with an excess of 
1 81 Inches ol lalnfall and a defi- 
ciency in temperature that avciaged 
J.4 degrees daily. 


Officially, Api 11 showeis began at 


5 o'clock Sunday evening In Gettys- 
buig. Sunday evening's cloudburst 
was recorded as the first thunder- 
storm of the year. There was some 
lightning and thunder Saturday eve- 
ning, also. 


March was, the second month this 


year that exceeded its rainfall quota. 
February supplied 1.23 inches more 
than tlie normal for that month. 
January had a shortage ol more 
than one inch. 


Last month was one of extreme 


temperatures.
